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WAY back in July 
1988, amidst the 
euphoria created by 
the Socceroos’ 
memorable 4-1 de- 
feat of world cham- 
pions Argentina, 
WEEKEND AUSTRA- 
LIAN sports journal- 
ist Jeff Wells wrote 
an outstanding a 
cle in which he close- 
ly analysed the direc- 
tion he thought soc- 
cer was taking in this 
country. 

Coming from a man 
with no direct affiliation 
to the game, his story 
was full of logical com; 
mon sense and carried 
an impassioned plea for 
the code’s administra- 
tors to do everything in 
their power to bring 
back into the fold 
thousands of fans who 
hud been turned away 
because of soccer's total 
domination by small- 
thinking and narrow- 
minded ethnic com- 
munities. 

Wells’ arguments of 
nine months ago are just 
as valid today as they 
were then — if soccer 
fails to implement dras- 
tic and radical changes 
throughout the code it 
has precious little or no 
future to look forward 
to. 


Stigma 

Unless the ethnic stig- 
ma which the game is so 
badly tainted with can 
be removed once and 
for all, Australian soccer 
will never prosper. 

Certainly, some 
limited progress can be 
made possible through 
improved marketing, 
better playing stan- 
dards. superior specta- 
tor facilities and so on 

The advent of sum- 
mer soccer and national 
television coverage can 
also help give the game 
a desperately needed 
boost but as long as our 
clubs continue to target 
all their efforts solely 
towards their own di- 
minishing ethnic 
groups. the code can 


_ never grab the imagina- 


tion of the general 
public, 


Proposals for clubs to 
assimilate into local dis- 
tricts and drop their 
ethnic names do not go 
far enough. 

Half-hearted. cosme- 
tic changes of that kind 
won't fool anyone as 
Preston, St George, 
Sunshine and many 
others have found in the 
past 

What soccer is de- 
sperate for is a brand- 
new start, a completely 
fresh image, nothing 
less is good enough. 

Rival codes have 
shown the way during 
the last few years. un- 
less soccer follows their 
lead it will simply con- 
tinue on its road to 
irrelevance. 

When the NSL was 
introduced 13 years ago 
rugby league had lost its 
sense of direction and 


Radical changes required 
to lift National League 


-clubs like the Canberra 


Raiders, Brisbane 
Broncos and the 
Newcastle Knights did 
not exist then but look 
at them and their code 
now! 

Sydney Swans, West 
Coast Eagles and Bris- 
bane Bears were not 
even thought of in the 
VEL. while every one of 
the dozen or so clubs 
that make up the Natio- 
nal Basketball League 
only came into being 
with the birth of the 
highly successful NBL 
in the mid-eighties. 


Product 


If other codes can 
create these clubs out of 
absolutely nothing and 
develop them in areas 
where traditional sup- 
port never existed, why 
can’t soccer? 

Do these “other sports 
have a better product to 
offer the public? 

I hardly think so. but 
what they do have is a 
thoroughly professional 
and business-like 
approach towards giving 
the public what it wants 
and are prepared to for- 
sake tradition to do so. 

While these other 
codes made a concerted 
effort to expand their 
traditional base of sup- 
port, soccer has gone in 
the opposite direction 
and is now paying the 
price. 

The time to start 
laying the foundations 
for reversing the trend 
can no longer be post- 
poned. 

Start by seriously con- 
sidering a radical new 
format for a true Natio- 
nal League. Create a 
dozen clubs, strategical- 
ly located and catering 
for the whole com- 
munity. 

Copy the examples of 
the Raiders, Broncos 
and Sydney Kings, who 
have given ample evi- 
dence that this formula 
can work. 

These clubs will have 
to be spread right across 
the country in order to 
give the league a true 
national flavour.

Opposition 

Play this new league 
in summer without 
opposition from the 
various revitalised State 
Leagues, aim towards a 
fully professional set-up 
and before we know it 
there just might be 
some light at the end of 
the tunnel, 

When Newcastle KB 
United and Canberra 
City were first formed in 
the late 1970s they set a 
precedent for a com- 
petition of this kind. 

Just because their 
early success eventually 
turned sour is no reason 
why valuable lessons 
cannot be learned from 
their experience. 

The mere fact that 
they were able to attract 
large support from their 
communities is proof 
enough that this concept 
can succeed. 

A new-look NSL will 
then give the opportun- 
ity for a number of our 
current clubs to have 
their wish to returning 
to their respective State 
Leagues finally granted. 

Most of them are on 
the brink of financial 
ruin anyway and can no 
longer cope with the de- 
mands of interstate 
travel 


With the likes of 
South Melbourne. Syd- 
ney Olympic. Preston, 
Marconi. both Croatia 
clubs and all the rest of 
them going back to their 
State Federations we 
will once again see the 
various State Leagues 


competitions where the

for during the winter 
months. 
Just imagine what a 
radical new concept like 
this can do: it will com- 
pletely revolutionise the 
game in this country. 
The new-look NSL 
will be able to provide 
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clubs retain their status in a revamped National League? 


fans with a truly natio- 
nal competition which 
will open up a whole 
new market for the 
game with untold num- 
ber of opportunities for 
sponsorship and 
marketing. 

Soccer's progréss will 
no longer be restrained 
by the short-sighted and 
narrow-minded views of 
clubs who are only in- 
terested in catering for 
their little migrant 
groups. 

State Federations in 
turn will have the 
chance to get back on 
their feet with the re- 
turn of their traditional, 
well-supported ethnic 
clubs, 


during the NSL’s winte 
off-season. 


Starters 


That's just for star- 
ters. Together with the 
introduction of this type 
of concept, soccer must 
go all out to cater for a 
brand-new audience 
which has not been 
brought up on the 
game’s traditions over- 
seas. 

Innovations for mak- 
ing a visit to an NSL 
match a memorable and 
exciting experience 
must be introduced. 

ASW’s Greg Blake 
made comment recently 
to the variety of gim- 
micks used by basket- 
ball and the new base- 
ball league to attract

It certainly looks like 
it's worked wonders 
with the NBL and has 
every chance of getting 
basebull off the ground, 
so why should it be any 
different with football? 

Contrary to the estab- 
lished ethnic support 
base which may find this 
razzmatazz foreign and 
maybe even offensive to 
them, the new breed 
that soccer must attract 
in order to survive has 
to be given full en- 
tertainment value if 
they are to keep coming 
back for more. 

Alan Davidson's 
suggestion for every 


drawn match to be de- 
cided on a penalty 
shoot-out is the sort of 
idea that the NSL must 
seriously look at. 


I recall putting for- 
ward an argument for 
precisely such a system 
in ASW a couple of 
years ago. 

As was pointed out 
then, shoot-outs can de- 
cide the winner of the 
World Cup.

Whether we care to 
admit it or not, the code 
has reached a critical 
crossroad.

Our National League 
as it stands now has got 
a very limited future. 


The alternative of 
going back to the old 
State League set-up will 
condemn the game to 
perpetual mediocrity 
and unless that’s 
deemed to be accept- 
able. revolutionary radi- 
cal steps must be taken. 


There's simply no 
other choice. 


Radical changes have 
been part and parcel of 
the game for over a 
century and no-one is 
powerful enough to 
forever stop them from 
evolving.

The importance of 
keeping Australia’s 
QNSL competition 
“squeaky clean’ was 
never more apparent 
following the recent 
events at Melbourne's 
Olympic Park where 
South Melbourne Hel- 
las and Melbourne 
Croatia fans produced a 
sparkling array of box- 
ing and karate skills in 
front of the ABC TV 
cameras. 


I wasn’t at Olympic 
Park and didn’t care to 
be. 


But from my holiday 
retreat on the Victori 
NSW border I managed 
to see enough to realise 
that our reputation as a 
responsible sporting 
competition was dam- 
aged dreadfully once 
again. 


Kids, and that’s all 
they were, roaming un- 
checked by adults at 
Olympic Park, man- 
aged, in just a couple of 
ugly minutes, to further 
erode soccer's credibil- 
ity in this country. 


Th my holiday retreat 
I can usually scan the 
local newspapers and 
television for hours 
without finding so much 
as a single result from 
our QNSL competition 
or overseas. 

Not so the weekend 
of the Olympic Park 
fracas. 

The local newspaper's 
Saturday edition front- 
paged the story, the 
local television station 
ran the story in its lead- 
in and filled the full 
story, complete with the 
ABC TV pictures, as its 
third news items. 


It doesn’t matter that 
that type of news cover- 
age IS most certainly 
hysterical and biased, 
what matters is that had 
the event never hap- 
pened we would not 
have had to tolerate the 
repercussions. 

By the Sunday even- 
ing of that fateful 
weekend I was asto- 
nished to find a group of 
friends, all holid: in 
the same area, sitting 
huddled around a televi- 
sion set glued to the 
ABC's Match of the 
Day presentation. 

Unfortunately, it 


wasn't to keep up with 
the QNSL results. 


“We'', L was told, 
“are just waiting to see 
the fight.” 


They were rewarded 
with the highlights of 
the brawl and then 
happily the television 
set was switched off. 


Thanks to the idiotic, 
brawling juveniles hun- 
dreds and probably 
thousands of people 
around the country had 
their views of soccer 
reinforced once again. 


We can ill afford too 
much more of the same 
as we compete with the 
likes of VFL, basketball 
and baseball where. at 
least in this country, 
crowd violence is a rare 
exception. 

The most dismaying 
aspect of the whole 
business is that the trou- 
ble at our grounds is 
probably preventable. 

Most of the trouble 
involves kids, many of 
whom are no older than 
20 years of age. 


ONUS 

Kids will always be 
just that, therefore the 
onus is on the adults at 
NSL fixtures to ensure 
this type of thing 
doesn’t occur. 

But sometimes I get 
the impression some of 
the adults, whose kids 
are probably the very 
ones involved in these 
senseless brawls, not 
only condone the re- 
grettable behaviour, but 
actually encourage it. 


The most recent ex- 
ample of trouble 
blossoming thanks to 
ignorant adults was at a 
pre-Christmas fixture at 
Skinner Reserve when 
Sunshine George Cross 
met Preston, 


A group of loud- 
mouthed but fairly in- 
nocuous looking kids 
sporting a large red and 
black flag and dressed in 
‘Santa’ hats stood in 
front of the George 
Cross supporters in the 
main grandstand and 
taunted the opposition 
with chants, 


Nothing too harmful * 


in that and the type of 
behaviour that, if 
ignored, will probably 
discontinue fairly 


rapidly. 

But stupidly (I know 
because 1 was standing 
almost directly behind 
the guy) a moronic 
George Cross fan, who 
was a good 50 years of 
age if he was a day, 
stood up and tossed a 
near full can of beer into 
the middle of the pack- 
ed terrace below. 


Not only could a 
weapon like that split 
someone's head wide 
open, but it managed to 
spark a series of brawls 
which erupted around 
the ground for the re- 
mainder of the after- 
noon. 

It was sheer ignor- 
ance at its worst. 

The alleged adult 
should surely have 
known better. 

Just as South Mel- 
bourne president 
George Vasilopoulos 
should have known bet- 
ter when he came out 
days after the dismal 
Olympic Park affair to 
proclaim to the press 
“don't blame us”. 


ROT! 


Not mincing words 
Vasilopoulos said the 
spilling of South Mel- 
bourne supporters on to 
the park had become “a 
tradition’ and that 
Croatia supporters 
reacting to the crowd in- 
vasion were to blame.

TAKE a look at the 
list of officials for 
ACT representative 
soccer teams over 
the last few years 
and the chances are 
you will see the 
name of Jamie 
Crocker. 

It is usually the last
